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PROFILE  :  PETER  THE  GREAT  OF  RUSSIA. 

On  the  death  of  his  half-brother  Feodore  in  1682,  Peter,  at  the  age  of  ten,  was 
crowned  as  joint  Tzar  with  his  other  weak-minded  half  brother,  Ivan  V  ;  the  govern¬ 
ment  remaining  in  the  hands  of  his  older  sister  Sophia.  In  1689  Sophia  was  shut 
up  in  a  convent  and  Peter  seized  power  himself. 

Peter  was  a  violent  man  of  inexhaustable  energy,  a  drunkard  with  few  moral 
scruples,  yet  at  times  generous  to  a  degree.  He  had  the  foresight  to  see  that  only  by 
introducing  Western  techniques  and  overthrowing  the  primitive  influences  which 
were  isolating  and  holding  Russia  in  a  state  of  squalor  and  corruption  could  he  raise 
the  country  to  a  position  of  real  power  and  influence.  He  brought  in  experts  from 
Germany,  Holland,  Scotland  and  other  countries  and  created  a  modern  army,  navy 
and  merchant  marine.  He  journeyed  to  Western  Europe,  studying  shipbuilding  at 
Amsterdam  and  London,  and  even  worked  himself  as  a  ship-wright.  He  was,  in 
fact,  as  much  at  home  with  the  artisan  as  with  the  Russian  aristocracy. 

He  started  vocational  schools,  established  the  first  Russian  newspaper  and  hospital, 
and  attacked  the  traditional  dress,  the  wearing  of  beards,  the  seclusion  of  women  and 
the  independent  authority  of  the  monasteries  and  clergy.  He  also  laid  the  foundations 
of  an  efficient  civil  service.  He  secured  an  opening  on  the  Black  Sea  for  his  fleet  by 
capturing  the  port  of  Azov  from  the  Turks,  and  in  the  North  he  wrested  territory  on 
the  Baltic  from  the  Swedes,  founding  the  great  city  of  St.  Petersburg  which  was  to 
become  Russia’s  door  to  the  West. 

Despite  his  reforms  Peter  was  no  liberal  idealist.  Any  opposition  was  crushed  with 
the  utmost  ferocity  and  even  his  son  Alexei  was  tortured  and  condemned  to  death. 
After  immuring  his  first  wife  Eudoxia  in  a  convent,  he  married  his  mistress,  Catherine, 
a  Livonian,  who  succeeded  him. 

Modern  minting  machinery  was  introduced  and  a  fine  series  of  silver  roubles 
were  issued  based  on  Western  standards.  See  front  cover  and  C810.

ITS  EVOLUTION  AND  DEVELOPMENT.

Chapter  IV. 

The  Mints  brought  under  Central  Control. 

(« continued  from  p.  51). 

For  the  striking  of  farthings  he  was  to  receive  KHd.  per  pound  weight,  and  for 
foreign  silver  5 Id.  per  pound.  On  account  of  the  great  expense  of  making  the  small 
money,  extra  alloy  to  the  amount  of  forty-two  pennyweights  to  the  pound  was 
allowed  to  be  added,  thus  giving  the  farthing  a  weight  of  about  6.6  grams  and  a 
millesimal  fineness  of  about  800.  In  all  cases  he  had  to  ensure  that  the  king  received, 
in  addition,  a  profit  of  twelve  pence  on  every  pound  coined,  which  was  equivalent 
to  the  sixpence  exchange  seignorage  and  sixpence  coining  profit  which  had  previously 
accrued  to  the  king. 

It  was  also  agreed  that  the  king  should  provide  for  the  said  master  Turnemire 
suitable  premises  for  the  four  mints  and  to  take  upon  himself  the  payment  of  the 
fee  or  otherwise  to  satisfy  the  claims  of  the  Fitz  Otho  family,  the  hereditary  engravers. 
All  utensils  in  the  London  Mint  were  to  be  handed  over  to  Turnemire,  who  was  to 
return  them  in  good  condition  at  the  end  of  the  year  or  on  giving  up  his  office. 

Finally  it  was  provided  that  “  mercator  Fache  ”  should  be  assayer,  buyer  and 
weigher  and  should  hold  one  key  of  the  box  containing  the  pyx  pieces. 

Thus  the  operative  management  of  the  Mint  was  vested  in  the  hands  of  a  single 
master-moneyer  and  the  provincial  mints  were  brought  under  his  immediate  juris¬ 
diction  thereby  giving  them  the  status  of  branches  of  the  London  Mint.  The  eccles¬ 
iastical  mints  were  not  covered  by  the  agreement  and  continued  therefore  to  retain 
their  independence.  Turnemire  was  not  responsible  direct  to  the  king  and  ceased 
to  be  subordinate  to  the  Wardens.  His  interest  in  the  fineness  of  the  bullion  purchased 
was  safeguarded  by  the  appointment  of  Fache. 

The  agreement  with  Turnemire  indicates  that  the  various  processes  of  coining 
were  now  being  spread  amongst  separate  groups  of  workmen.  Thus  special  reference 
is  made  to  the  assistant  in  the  melting  house  while  the  allowance  per  pound  was 
divided  between  losses  by  fire,  sizing  and  adjusting  the  blanks  and  for  making  and 
striking  the  coin.  Cockran-Patrick  in  his  “  Records  of  the  Coinage  of  Scotland  ” 
describes  the  early  processes  of  coining,  which  must  have  been  such  as  were  employed 
by  Turnemire  and  which  serve  to  explain  the  allowances  made.  The  l}d.  per 
pound,  which  was  allowed  for  silver  lost  by  fire,  is  equivalent  to  five  parts  per 
thousand  but  such  a  loss  is  readily  understandable  when  one  considers  the  process 
of  melting  the  silver  into  bars  as  described  by  Cockran-Patrick. 

“  Whenever  the  metal  was  melted  thoroughly  it  was  run  into  moulds  and  cast 
into  bars.  These  bars  were  again  reheated  and  afterwards  lengthened  by  beating 
on  an  anvil.” 

The  allowance  for  sizing  the  coin,  Ud.  per  pound,  which  probably  represented  a 
manufacturing  loss  also,  was  slightly  higher  than  that  allowed  for  melting.  But 
sizing  was  a  most  important  process  in  the  effort  to  preserve  the  integrity  of  the 
coinage  since  coins  of  uniform  weight  and  size  and  of  as  perfect  circularity  as  possible 
would  expose  immediately  any  attempt  at  clipping.  This  process  is  described  as 
follows  : — 

“  They  (i.e.  the  bars)  were  cut  into  pieces  about  the  thickness  of  the  coins  required 
and  adjusted  to  the  proper  weight  by  cutting  with  shears.  The  pieces  were  then 
taken  up  together  with  pincers  and  while  held  tightly  on  an  anvil  beaten  with  a 
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hammer  all  round  to  blunt  and  soften  down  the  marks  left  by  the  shears  on  the 
edges.” 

This  method  of  rounding  the  coins  had  however  long  been  practised.  In  the 
British  Museum  Catalogue  of  the  Cross-and-Crosslets  (Tealby)  type  of  Henry  II 
attention  is  drawn  to  the  frequent  occurrence  of  “  coins  with  a  more  or  less  buckled 
appearance  ”  and  the  occasional  occurrence  of  coins  “  with  almost  identical  buck¬ 
ling.”  This  buckling  is  clearly  due  to  a  number  of  coins  or  blanks  having  been 
gripped  together  between  the  jaws  of  the  pincers  whilst  undergoing  the  “  sizing  ” 
treatment  described  above. 

The  “  blanching  ”  of  the  blanks  was  necessary  to  remove  copper,  oxide  or  other 
discoloration  from  the  surface. 

“  This  was  done  by  again  heating  them  shaking  them  in  a  copper  sieve  and  after¬ 
wards  throwing  them  into  boiling  water  mixed  with  common  salt  and  the  ashes  of 
the  burnt  lees  of  wine,  in  which  they  were  boiled  till  quite  bright  and  then  again 
thrown  on  the  copper  sieve  and  dried  with  rubbers.”  * 

Early  in  1280  the  output  of  the  London  Mint  was  supplemented  by  that  of  the  " 
mints  newly  opened  in  Canterbury,  Bristol  and  York.  The  ecclesiastical  mints 
experienced  their  usual  difficulties  in  securing  participation  and  consequently 
profit  in  the  new  coinage.  In  the  case  of  the  Canterbury  mint  the  Archbishop  did 
not  coin  from  his  own  dies  but  merely  received  the  profit  from  three  of  the  king’s 
dies.  The  mint  had  been  closed  since  November  1278  and  although  a  writ  dated 
21  June  1279  ordered  that  the  Archbishop  should  receive  the  share  of  the  profits 
to  which  he  was  entitled  it  was  not  till  January  1280,  after  the  Archbishop  had 
complained  bitterly  of  the  loss  of  his  profits,  that  the  Canterbury  Mint  was  reopened. 
Writs  ordering  dies  to  be  prepared  for  the  Bishop  of  Durham  and  the  Abbot  of 
St.  Edmunds  are  dated  November  2nd  and  November  8th  1279  respectively  but 
only  Durham  mint  was  opened  in  January  1280  and  the  Abbot  of  St.  Edmunds 
had  to  wait  until  late  June  of  the  same  year  before  he  was  free  to  commence  coinage. 
This  delay  was  due  to  the  failure  or  refusal  of  the  authorities  to  supply  the  Abbot 
with  the  necessary  instructions  regarding  the  weight  and  fineness  of  the  coins  and 
also  an  “  assay  ”  or  test  piece  of  silver.  When  the  information  was  finally  given  by 
Gregory  de  Rokesley  on  8th  June  1280  it  was  conveyed  only  by  word  of  mouth  and 
the  provision  of  the  dies  was  entirely  overlooked.  It  seems  therefore  that  the  monks 
set  to  work  and  made  their  own  dies  and,  being  unaware  of  the  new  routine  under 
which  the  moneyer’s  name  on  the  coins  had  been  suppressed,  these  dies  bore  the 
name  of  Robert  de  Hadeleie  who  had  been  sworn  in  as  the  Abbot’s  moneyer  imme¬ 
diately  after  the  writ  for  dies  had  been  issued  in  November  1279.  This  irregularity  g 
was  not  discovered  until  1283  due  no  doubt  to  the  fact  that  in  those  days  there  was  ™ 
very  little  movement  of  coin  between  district  and  district  and  that  in  consequence 
the  circulation  of  the  Abbot’s  coins  was  normally  limited  to  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  Bury  St.  Edmunds.  In  July  of  that  year  a  commission  was  issued  to  J.  de  Lovetot 
and  Gregory  de  Rokesley  to  enquire  who  were  the  moneyers  who  had  made  the 
King’s  money  in  the  town  of  St.  Edmunds  and  had  falsified  the  die  delivered  there 
by  the  king  ;  to  examine  the  money  coined  by  the  said  moneyers  and  also  the  dies 
in  their  possession,  and  to  seize  the  latter  if  they  were  not  satisfactory  ;  in  fact  to 
make  a  thorough  investigation.  Following  the  investigation  the  name  of  the  moneyer 
disappeared  and  as  in  the  case  of  the  other  mints  was  replaced  by  the  name  of  the 
mint. 

The  Archbishop  of  York  was  only  able  to  secure  the  restoration  of  his  two  dies 
after  much  litigation.  A  writ  was  issued  on  18th  August  1280  and  witnessed  by 
the  king  in  person  at  York  directing  that  the  Archbishop  should  have  two  dies  with 
all  things  pertaining  to  them  “  of  the  King’s  special  grace  ”  and  without  prejudice 
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of  the  rights  of  the  crown.  It  was  not  however  until  November  of  the  same  year 
that  the  Archbishop’s  Mint  came  into  operation.  In  the  meantime  additional 
royal  mints  were  opened  at  Lincoln,  Chester  and  Newcastle. 

In  the  case  of  the  mints  in  the  northern  part  of  the  country  it  was  the  practice, 
no  doubt  owing  to  the  special  dangers  of  transport,  for  stocks  of  new  dies  to  be  kept 
locally  ready  for  immediate  exchange  for  worn  or  broken  dies.  Thus  at  the  time 
of  the  introduction  of  the  long  cross  coinage  the  following  warrant  was  issued  to 
the  sheriff  of  Yorkshire  : — 

33  Henry  1248-9 

“  that  the  King’s  dies  which  Robert  Verdonel,  Thomas  Yol,  William  de  Acun 
and  Robert  le  Blund,  keepers  of  the  King’s  dies  in  York,  shall  deliver  to  him  under 
the  King’s  seal,  he  shall  receive  and  cau.e  to  be  placed  in  Knaresborough  Castle 
under  his  seal  and  those  of  the  Constable  of  the  said  Castle  and  all  of  the  said  keepers 
or  any  two  of  them.  And  whenever  the  said  keepers  bring  him  four  dies  that  have 
become  worn  down  he  shall  receive  them  and  securely  keep  under  his  seal  and  those 
of  the  said  Constable  and  keepers  :  and  for  the  said  four  worn  dies  so  delivered  to 
him  he  shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  keepers  four  new  dies  ;  and  when  the 
largest  number  of  the  said  dies  which  the  King  sends  to  him  shall  have  become 
worn  down,  he  shall  send  that  number  to  the  Exchequer  at  Westminster  by  one 
of  the  said  keepers  under  his  seal  and  those  of  the  moneyers  in  York,  so  that  the 
barons  may  send  to  the  sheriff  as  many  new  dies,  in  the  same  manner  and  custody.” 

“  In  the  same  manner  mandate  was  sent  to  the  sheriff  of  Yorkshire  concerning 
the  (dies  in  the)  Liberty  of  the  Archbishop  of  York.” 

So  when  the  Archbishop’s  mint  was  reopened  in  1280  the  order  for  the  dies  was 
addressed,  not  to  the  Keepers  of  the  Exchange  in  London,  but  to  those  of  the 
Exchange  of  York. 

It  is  probable  that  under  this  arrangement  the  stock  of  dies  held  for  the  four 
northern  mints  of  Durham,  Newcastle  and  the  royal  and  ecclesiastical  mints  of 
York  would  have  been  purposely  given  the  distinguishing  features  which  have  been 
noted  in  the  coins  issued  from  these  four  mints.  Peter  de  Turnemire,  brother 
of  William  and  co-master  with  him  in  1279,  was  master  of  the  York  mint. 

By  the  autumn  of  1281  the  recoinage  was  complete  and  the  provincial  mints  of 
Bristol,  Chester,  Lincoln,  Newcastle  and  York  (both  royal  and  episcopal)  were 
closed.  Since  1279  some  416,000  pounds  of  silver,  equal  to  about  125  million 
coins  had  been  struck.  The  whole  currency  of  the  realm  was  therefore  once  again 
furnished  by  the  royal  mints  of  London  and  Canterbury  and  the  ecclesiastical 
establishments  of  Durham  and  St.  Edmunds.  For  the  next  few  years  these  mints 
continued  to  be  very  busy,  the  London  mint  coining  over  300,000  pounds  of  silver 
between  the  end  of  1281  and  July  1290  and  the  Canterbury  mint  nearly  160,000 
pounds  during  the  same  period.  This  silver  was  brought  for  the  most  part  from 
France,  Germany  and  Flanders  whence  merchants  came  to  purchase  the  tin,  hides 
and  above  all  the  wool  of  England.  In  fact  during  this  period  the  volume  of  silver 
coinage,  the  only  currency  then  in  circulation,  was  more  than  doubled,  clear  evidence 
of  the  commercial  strength  of  the  country.  From  the  beginning  of  1290  however  a 
rapid  decline  in  the  importation  of  silver  became  apparent,  the  monthly  rate  being 
scarcely  £100  as  compared  with  over  £3,000  in  1288.  In  an  attempt  to  encourage 
more  foreign  silver  to  be  brought  to  the  Mint  the  seignorage  was  reduced  to  6d.  a 
pound  on  14th  July  1290  but  this  measure  produced  no  more  than  a  temporary 
rise  in  the  rate  of  importation  ;  and  during  the  next  nine  years  the  Mint  was  almost 
idle  for  lack  of  material  to  work  with. 

The  importation  of  foreign  silver  had  not  however  ceased,  but  it  had  taken  a 
different  form.  Coins  of  foreign  origin  were  becoming  current  in  England.  These 
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coins  were  not  of  any  particular  state  or  mint,  but  appear  to  have  been  coined  in 
Flanders  as  a  private  venture,  especially  for  use  in  England.  As  they  were  of  the 
same  weight  and  fineness  as  the  English  coins,  and  as  payment  by  weight  was  familiar 
practice  in  those  days,  the  foreign  merchants  imported  this  ready-coined  silver 
and  so  avoided  the  payment  of  seignorage.  The  loss  of  profit  to  the  King  by  this 
influx  of  rival  currency  together  with  the  opportunities  afforded  to  the  counterfeiter 
by  the  diversity  of  coins  in  circulation  prompted  Edward  to  take  action.  By  the 
proclamation  known  as  the  Statute  of  Stepney,  these  imported  coins,  which  were 
known  as  crockards  and  pollards,  were  to  pass  current  as  pence  up  to  Christmas 
1299,  but  from  that  date  they  were  only  to  pass  current  at  half  that  value.  Holders 
of  them  were  thus  induced  to  bring  them  to  the  Mint  for  recoinage  into  English 
money  for  which  they  were  required  to  pay  the  full  seignorage.  By  Easter,  1300 
the  renewed  activity  of  the  mints  enabled  the  intruders  to  be  suppressed  altogether 
without  serious  interference  with  trade. 

By  October  1301  the  recoinage  of  the  crockards  and  pollards  was  practically 
complete  and  yielded  some  £250,000  in  English  current  money.  The  recoinage  t 
and  suppression  of  these  foreign  coins  was  quickly  followed  by  a  remarkable  rise  in  ^ 
the  importation  of  foreign  silver  the  monthly  rate  for  June  1302,  1303,  1304,  1305 
being  £100,  £500,  £1,400  and  £13,000  respectively.  During  the  35  years  of  Edward’s 
reign  the  stock  of  silver  increased  from  about  £400,000  to  about  £1,600,000. 

The  recoinage  of  1279-81  and  the  influx  of  foreign  silver  were,  however,  placing 
a  considerable  strain  on  the  London  Mint  which  had  become  the  principal  source 
of  the  coinage.  The  London  Mint  at  that  time  was  situated  in  the  Treasury  and 
Exchequer  buildings  at  Westminster  and  in  an  effort  to  cope  with  the  increasing 
demands  a  second  storey  was  added  to  the  Mint  building  in  1286.  The  added 
work  of  recoining  the  crockards  and  pollards  established  the  need  for  more  com¬ 
modious  quarters  for  the  London  Mint  and  the  opening  temporarily  of  provincial 
mints. 

The  charge  of  building  and  maintaining  the  offices  and  houses  of  the  Mint  devolved 
on  the  Warden,  and  in  November  1299,  John  de  Sandale,  who  already  held  an 
important  office  in  Gascony  was  appointed  Warden  of  the  Mints.  He  forthwith 
took  steps  to  have  a  new  Mint  building,  400  feet  long,  erected  in  the  Tower  of 
London  for  the  workers  and  moneyers  because,  as  he  explains  in  his  account,  the 
house  hitherto  used  was  no  longer  adequate.  Further,  during  the  months  of  March, 
April,  June  and  July  1300  he  brought  some  450  men  from  Paris,  Brabant,  Namur, 
Bruges  and  Brussels  for  work  in  the  Mints. 

For  the  purpose  of  the  recoinage  of  the  crockards  and  pollards  John  Porcher,  g 
the  master  of  the  mint,  was  instructed  on  29th  March  1300,  by  orders  of  the  King  in  * 
council  at  Westminster,  to  operate  mints  at  London,  where  he  was  to  have  30  fur¬ 
naces  in  the  new  Tower  mint,  at  Canterbury  8  furnaces  as  there  had  theretofore 
been,  at  Kingston-upon-Hull  4  furnaces,  at  Newcastle-on-Tyne  2  furnaces,  at 
Bristol  4  furnaces,  at  Exeter  2  furnaces  and  also  at  Chester.  He  was  to  appoint 
suitable  persons  to  these  mints  to  undertake  the  responsibility  of  making  the  money. 
Roger  de  Frowyk,  Exchanger  at  London,  was  required  to  find  a  deputy  at  Canter¬ 
bury  and  another  at  Bristol  who  were  to  be  paid  £20  each  per  annum.  Talde  Janian 
and  Coppe  Cottinne  and  their  companions,  merchants  of  the  Society  of  Friscobaldi 
of  Florence,  were  to  have  charge  of  the  Exchanges  at  Kingston-upon-Hull,  New¬ 
castle-on-Tyne  and  Exeter  and  were  to  provide  money  changers,  and  money  to 
support  the  Exchanges,  and  other  things  necessary.  They  were  accountable  to 
John  de  Sandale,  the  Warden  of  the  Royal  Exchanges,  who  in  turn  was  responsible 
to  the  King  and  who  was  to  appoint  Clerks  in  each  of  the  mints  to  act  as  comptrollers 
of  the  Friscobaldi  merchants,  where  necessary,  and  to  render  to  him  accounts  of 
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the  receipts.  Each  of  these  Clerks  was  also  to  act  as  custodian  of  the  dies  and  was 
to  receive  £13.  6.  8d.  a  year.  In  London  the  Clerk  was  to  be  assisted  by  a  junior, 
so  long  as  the  pressure  lasted,  at  a  salary  of  £6.  13.  4d.  Lapin  Roger,  the  assayer 
at  London,  who  received  a  salary  of  £26.  13.  4d.  a  year,  was  required  to  undertake 
similar  duties  at  Canterbury  for  which  he  was  promised  reasonable  expenses.  John 
de  Sandale  as  Warden  of  the  Exchanges  was  responsible  for  collecting  the  King’s 
profit  from  the  coinage  and  his  duties  involved  visits  of  inspection  from  time  to 
time  to  the  new  exchanges  opened  temporarily  for  the  recoinage.  For  these  visits 
he  was  paid  three  shillings  a  day  to  cover  his  expenses.  Buildings  for  the  new 
provincial  mints  were  provided  by  the  King’s  bailiffs  who  were  required  out  of  the 
issues  of  their  bailiwicks  to  cause  to  be  repaired  or  built  houses  sufficient  for  the 
workers  of  the  mint  and  for  holding  the  exchange.  Of  the  450  workmen  who  had 
been  recruited  on  the  Continent  by  John  de  Sandale  and  who  comprised  22  groups 
each  under  a  leader  or  employer,  263  were  allocated  to  London,  37  to  Bristol,  55  to 
Kingston-upon-Hill,  20  to  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  20  to  Exeter,  30  to  Chester  and  25 
to  Dublin  where  a  mint  for  Ireland  was  also  opened.  The  financial  arrangements 
for  the  recoinage  of  the  crockards  and  pollards  provided  for  a  total  charge  of  16 
pence  per  pound  weight  of  these  coins  of  which  10 id.  went  to  the  King  as  his  profit 
and  5id.  to  Porcher,  the  mint  master,  to  cover  the  expenses  of  himself,  his  deputies 
and  the  workmen.  The  reduction  from  7d.  a  pound,  which  had  been  agreed  with 
William  de  Turnemire  in  1280,  had  been  made  in  1286  when  Peter  Bertin  de  Turne- 
mire  had  succeeded  his  brother  William  as  master  of  the  mint,  the  latter  having 
been  transferred  to  the  king’s  realm  of  Gascony  for  the  purpose  of  improving  the 
coin  there.  The  collection  of  the  coinage  charges  devolved  on  the  Exchanges, 
whose  operations  were  checked  by  the  Clerks  or  Comptrollers  appointed  by  John 
de  Sandale  and  who  maintained  records  of  all  old  coin  or  bullion  presented  for 
exchange  and  of  all  new  coin  produced  by  the  mints.  The  banking  house  of  the 
Friscobaldi  of  Florence  had  been  entrusted  with  the  exchanges  at  Kingston-upon- 
Hull,  NewTcastle-on-Tyne  and  Exeter  because  they  found  the  capital  necessary  to 
carry  on  the  Exchanges  until  sufficient  old  coin  and  bullion  had  been  received  to 
enable  the  mints  to  commence  operations.  In  all  cases  the  Exchangers  were  res¬ 
ponsible  for  paying  over  and  accounting  for  all  the  King’s  profits  to  John  de  Sandale, 
who  in  turn  was  responsible  to  the  King. 


BACTRIAN  AND  INDO-GREEK  COINAGE.

Circa  110-98  B.c. 


Zoilus  II  Soter  has  already  been  mentioned  in  Chapter  XX  in  connection  with  his 
earlier  namesake  Zoilus  I  Dikaios,  and  is  known  to  us  only  through  his  coinage.  The 
coins  bearing  his  name  and  title  are  :

The  reasons  which  decided  Dr.  Tarn  to  accept  the  existence  of  two  different  kings 
bearing  the  name  of  Zoilus  are  given  in  Chapter  XX.  The  different  titles,  types, 
and  style  are  in  favour  of  this  view  inasmuch  as  the  find  spots  of  the  coins  indicate 
that  both  kings  were  ruling  over  different  localities  at  a  different  period. 

The  find  spots  of  the  coins  of  Zoilus  II  Soter  are  situated  mostly  in  the  eastern 
Panjab.  Cunningham  traced  the  provenance  of  eight  of  his  twelve  coins  with  the 
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name  of  Zoilus  to  the  Panjab.  Gen.  Haughton  noted  as  find-spots  of  coins  of  Zoilus 
Soter  Lahore,  Akhnoor  (20  miles  north  of  Jammu),  and  Sialkot,  where  in  1911 
were  unearthed  some  200  coins  of  Zoilus  Soter.  Dr.  Whitehead  also  mentions  a 
hoard  said  to  have  come  from  the  Sialkot  district,  which  he  saw  in  1906  at  Rawalpindi, 
and  which  consisted  of  coins  of  Apollodotus  II  and  Zoilus  Soter  with  a  coin  of  Zoilus 
restruck  on  an  Apollodotus  II. 

Cunningham,  who  supposed  both  the  Zoili  to  have  been  the  same  person,  on  the 
strength  of  the  find  spots  of  their  coins  and  of  their  style  suggested  that  Zoilus 
ruled  at  first  in  the  Kabul  valley  and  later  was  transferred,  probably  by  Menander, 
to  the  government  of  the  eastern  Panjab.  He  thought  Zoilus  to  have  been  a  son  of 
Apollodotus  I. 

Of  the  same  opinion  was  Dr.  Whitehead  with  the  difference  that  he  considered 
the  coins  issued  by  Zoilus  Dikaios  and  Soter  to  be  the  issues  of  two  distinct  localities, 
which  could  not  have  been  far  away  from  one  another  as  the  kingdom  of  Zoilus 
could  not  have  been  extensive. 

Dr.  Tarn,  however,  fully  acknowledging  the  fact  that  the  difference  in  style  might 
be  due  to  local  peculiarities,  points  to  the  difference  in  the  titles  and  the  coin  types 
which  cannot  be  explained  otherwise  than  by  the  existence  of  two  kings,  bearing 
the  same  name,  but  using  different  titles,  coin  types  and  ruling  over  different  king¬ 
doms. 

If  we  accept  the  existence  of  a  second  Zoilus,  the  Zoilus  II  Soter,  we  must  confess 
that  we  know  very  little  about  him.  From  the  find  spots  of  his  coins  we  may  accept 
that  he  ruled  in  the  eastern  Pan  jab,  somewhere  round  Sialkot.  The  barbarous 
style  of  his  coins  and  the  presence  of  coins  of  the  later  Indo-Greek  rulers  of  Panjab 
in  the  hoards  containing  his  coins  seem  to  indicate  that  his  rule  belongs  to  the  period 
of  decline  of  Greek  rule  in  the  Panjab.  The  coin  of  his,  restruck  on  the  coin  of 
Apollodotus  II  showrs  that  he  must  have  been  at  least  a  contemporary  of  Apollodotus 
if  not  later.  His  connexions  with  Apollodotus  II,  Strato  I  and  II,  or  with  any 
other  obscure  ruler  of  that  epoch  and  of  that  area  are  uncertain.  More  likely  he 
succeeded  to  the  throne  rather  by  usurpation  than  by  heritage.  His  title  of  Soter 
and  the  type  of  fighting  Pallas  did  not  mean  anything  at  that  time,  as  we  already 
have  seen  with  the  coins  of  Polyxenus,  Apollophanes  and  Dionysius,  or  it  meant 
only  one  thing,  that  he  adopted  the  titles  of  his  predecessors  to  further  his  claim 
to  the  throne. 

The  relatively  many  types  of  his  coinage  seem  to  indicate  that  the  reign  of  Zoilus 
Soter  was  not  so  short-lived  as  that  of  the  other  kings  of  his  epoch  who  so  far 
bequeathed  to  us  only  two  or  three  denominations.  It  seems  that  having  survived 
by  a  short  time  the  other  kings  of  the  Eastern  Pan  jab  known  to  us  from  their  coinage, 
he  may  have  been  the  last  ruling  prince  with  Greek  blood  running  in  his  veins  who 
succumbed  to  the  pressure  of  non-Hellenic  elements.  The  style  of  his  coins  compared 
with  that  of  bis  predecessors  places  his  rule  somewhere  about  100  b.c.,  or  even  later. 

Against  this  dating  of  his  rule  there  is  a  characteristic  feature  of  his  coinage,  namely 
the  appearance  of  the  three-pronged  Omega  in  the  Greek  legend  of  some  of  his 
bronze  coins.  As  this  shape  of  the  Omega  appears  on  the  Parthian  coinage  about 
55  b.c.,  it  should  be  reasonable  to  date  its  appearance  on  the  coinage  struck  in  Panjab 
later.  It  is  interesting,  however,  to  note,  that  the  new  shape  of  the  Omega  appears 
only  in  the  name  of  the  king,  the  two  other  Greek  words  of  the  legend  BAIIAEHI 
and  iftTHPol  show  the  old  form  of  the  horse-shoe.  This  detail  seems  to  indicate 
the  transitional  period,  in  which  both  shapes  of  the  Omega  were  used  according  to 
the  preference  of  the  die-cutter. 

Another  feature  worth  noting  is  the  complete  disappearance  of  the  Greek  legend 
on  some  bronze  coins  bearing  in  Kharoshti  the  name  of  Zoilus  Soter.  It  seems  to 
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imply  either  the  lack  in  some  mint  of  skilled  die-cutters  able  to  produce  a  Greek 
legend,  or  the  uselessness  of  a  Greek  legend  among  a  population  not  being  able  to 
read  it.  In  any  case  it  shows  that  during  the  reign  of  Zoilus  Soter  the  Indian  tide 
was  dosing  over  the  ruling  class  of  the  Indo-Greeks  and  it  may  be  assumed  that 
Zoilus  Soter  having  survived  the  other  kings  of  the  Eastern  Panjab  may  have  been 
the  last  ruling  prince  of  Greek  blood  succeeded  by  the  non-Hellenic,  probably 
local,  elements. 

The  Greek  language  was  brought  once  again  to  at  least  a  part  of  Zoilus  Soter’s 
dominions  about  thirty  years  later  with  the  advance  of  hellenized  Saka  into  India. 
As  the  copper  coins  of  Zoilus  may  have  still  been  current  in  the  country,  the  new 
lords  may  have  copied  them,  and  perhaps  to  this  period  may  belong  the  bronze 
coins  with  the  three-pronged  Omega  with  the  name  of  Zoilus. 

THOSE  THIRTY  PIECES  OF  SILVER.

The  Betrayal  of  Christ  for  Thirty  Pieces  of  Silver  had  an  attraction  for  the  mediaeval 
maker  of  legends.  Some  idea  of  mediaeval  fabrication  concerning  these  pieces  is  found  in 
the  Pantheon  of  Godfrey  of  Viterbo  who  died  in  1191.  Freely  translated  and  somewhat 
abridged  by  G.  F.  Hill,  Godfrey’s  account  is  as  follows  : 

“  Ninus,  King  of  the  Assyrians,  had  these  coins  made,  and  it  was  Terah  who  fashioned 
them  out  of  gold  ;  with  them  the  Ninivite  king  set  up  his  market.  The  face  of  the  King 
was  stamped  on  these  denarii  to  furnish  an  example  to  all  time,  and  to  perpetuate  his 
own  likeness.  The  son  of  this  Terah,  called  Abram,  afterwards  took  away  these  coins 
with  his  wife  Sara  when,  at  God’s  bidding,  he  went  into  Canaan.  With  these  coins  he 
bought  land  from  the  men  of  Jericho  ;  with  these  also  Joseph  was  bought  by  the  Ishmae- 
lites  ;  these  did  wealthy  Pharaoh  keep  in  his  treasury.  These  also  the  mighty  Sibyl, 
the  Queen  Nicaula,  possessed  ;  even  the  Queen  of  the  South,  who  afterwards  from  the 
Court  of  Solomon  gave  them,  a  reverent  offering,  to  the  Temple.  But  Nebuchadnezzar, 
when  he  spoiled  the  Temple,  carried  them  away  to  Babylon,  where  they  were  given  as 
pay  for  soldiers  to  the  kings  in  Saba.  When  the  three  Magi  together  brought  their  three 
gifts,  the  scripture  of  the  ancients  records  that  the  kings  whom  the  strange  star  called 
forth  brought  these  coins  to  God.  But  when,  taught  by  angelic  warnings,  these  kings 
had  gone  home,  a  most  worthy  garment  was  sent  down  from  heaven  for  the  Child  ; 
without  seam  was  it,  and  of  wondrous  hue.  His  Father  sent  it  from  heaven  ;  no  woman 
span  it  ;  it  became  longer  as  the  Child  grew  in  stature.  Now  when  Herod  commanded 
that  the  Child  should  be  sought  out  to  be  slain,  His  Mother  in  fear  of  death  fled  to  the 
land  of  the  Nile  and  lay  hidden  there.  Then  these  three  gifts  were  left  in  that  hiding- 
place,  the  gold,  frankincense  and  myrrh,  and  the  blessed  garment  of  God.  Some  shep¬ 
herds  came  and  carried  away  the  gifts.  But  there  was  a  certain  astrologer  who  removed 
the  gifts  which  had  been  left  behind.  He  knew  by  the  stars  all  the  portents  of  Christ’s 
coming  ;  he  was  an  Armenian,  just  and  honorable.  Now  in  the  time  when  Christ  was 
teaching,  an  angel  said  to  this  man  ;  Render  up  the  gifts  of  God  which  thou  has  taken  ; 
let  the  sacred  gifts  of  God  be  restored  to  Him.  So  the  short  tunic  of  the  Child  was 
given  back,  and  as  Jesus  put  it  on  it  became  of  full  size.  The  man  saw  it,  and  his  mind 
was  troubled  and  astonished.  The  thirty  denarii  which  they  had  brought  to  God  they 
gave,  at  the  behest  of  Jesus,  to  the  treasury  of  the  Temple,  which  denarii  they  say  Judas 
afterwards  received  as  his  price.  After  the  death  of  Christ  Judas  brought  them  back  and 
cast  them  down  in  repentance,  and  hanged  himself  and  burst  asunder.  Then  they  gave 
fifteen  denarii  for  the  Potter’s  Field,  and  as  many  to  the  soldiers  who  guarded  the  tomb 
by  night.  Perchance  thou  thinkest,  reader,  that  my  words  agree  not  together,  since  I 
have  written  that  those  coins  were  of  gold  ;  for  the  Book  speaks  of  silver.  Mark  said 
that  the  Lord  was  bought  for  silver  ;  of  coins  or  of  a  talent  of  gold  he  spoke  not.  But 
it  is  even  as  I  have  said  ;  for  it  was  the  custom  of  the  ancients  to  use  more  than  one 
name  for  gold,  and  to  call  different  metals  by  the  name  of  silver  ...” 

This  fantastic  story  of  Godfrey’s  is  a  fairy  tale  and  the  simple  facts  of  numismatics  proves 
it  to  be  pure  fabrication.  For  instance,  coins  were  not  known  in  the  time  of  Abraham.  Gold 
and  silver  appeared  either  in  ingots  or  as  jewelry  made  up  into  specific  weight.  Witness  the 
“  golden  earring  of  half  a  shekel  weight  and  two  bracelets  for  her  hands  of  ten  shekels  weight  ” 
given  by  Abraham’s  servant  to  Rebekah  (Gen.  24  :  22).  Shekel  is  derived  from  the  Hebrew 
‘  sakal  ’  meaning  ‘  to  weigh  ’  :  it  later  became  the  name  of  a  coin. 

When  Joseph  was  sold  by  his  brothers  (about  1700  b.c.)  to  the  Midianites  for  20  pieces 
of  silver,  the  pieces  were  no  doubt  counted  out  for  the  Midianites  carried  their  wealth  in  the 
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form  of  rings,  earrings,  bracelets  and  tablets  (Numbers  31  :  50-51).  But  as  yet  there  were 
no  struck  coins. 

Solomon  did  not  mint  coins  and  the  Egyptian,  Assyrian,  Babylonian  and  Phoenician 
civilizations  got  along  very  well  without  them.  Even  Nebuchadnezzar,  who  carried  the 
children  of  Judah  to  Babylon  in  the  year  587  b.c.,  did  not  strike  coins. 

On  the  authority  of  Herodotus  (I,  24)  the  first  coins  were  made  by  the  Lydians  of  Asia 
Minor  about  seven  centuries  before  Christ  and  these  were  merely  lumps  of  metal  with  some 
marking  as  to  weight  or  value  stamped  upon  them. 

Certainly,  “  Ninus,  King  of  the  Assyrians  ”  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  30  pieces  paid 
Judas.  Jesus  was  crucified  in  the  reign  of  the  Roman  Emperor  Tiberius.  At  that  time  the 
silver  coins  current  in  Palestine  were  the  Roman  denarius  and  tetradrachms  of  such  cities  as 
Tyre  and  Antioch. 

The  prophecy  of  Zechariah  11  :  12-13  indicates  that  large  silvers  (shekels)  would  be  paid. 
“  And  I  said  unto  them,  if  ye  think  good,  give  me  my  price  ;  and  if  not,  forbear.  So 
they  weighed  for  my  price  thirty  pieces  of  silver.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  me,  Cast  it 
unto  the  potter  :  a  goodly  price  that  I  was  prised  at  of  them.  And  I  took  the  thirty 
pieces  of  silver,  and  cast  them  to  the  potter  in  the  house  of  the  Lord.” 

While  other  type  coins  could  have  been  used  the  tetradrachm  of  Tyre  is  generally  accepted 
as  the  coin  that  most  logically  fits  into  the  prophecy.  These  were  used  in  Palestine  when 
Jesus  was  there  and  they  were  equivalent  to  the  weight  of  the  shekel.  Furthermore  the 
Becchor  which  translates  the  Talmud  tells  us  that  the  price  for  redemption  of  the  first  born 
shall  be  ‘  five  shekels  ’  and  it  specifically  states  that  they  must  be  of  Tyrian  weight. 

As  to  Godfrey’s  confusion  between  gold  and  silver,  there  are  men  of  the  present  day  who 
question  the  possibility  of  buying  a  potter’s  field  for  thirty  pieces  of  siiver.  However,  once 
again  we  can  follow  the  prophecy  for,  according  to  St.  Matthew,  Chapter  20,  Verse  2,  the 
denarius  would  buy  an  ordinary  day’s  labor.  Four  denarii  approximates  one  silver  tetra¬ 
drachm  and  thirty  silver  tetradrachms  would  be  equivalent  in  value  to  one  hundred  twenty 
ordinary  days  labor.  Sufficient  even  today  to  buy  a  potter’s  field  for  all'  the  intents  and 
purposes  of  the  Chief  Priests. 

Finally,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  ail  the  pieces  were  used  to  buy  the  Potter’s  field. 
(Matth.  27  :  3-10).  Thus  they  returned  quickly  into  circulation  making  it  impossible  for 
anyone  to  say  he  has  one  of  the  original  “  30  pieces.”

This  most  readable  book  furnishes  the  reader  with  a  mass  of  information  which  has  been 
gathered  only  after  years  of  study  of  at  least  all  the  sources  mentioned  in  the  large  bibliography. 
The  excellent  plates  help  to  illustrate  the  points  made  by  the  author  and  acquaint  the  reader 
with  the  details  of  most  of  the  important  Greek  coins.  Every  collector  who  has  Greek  coins 
in  his  collection  and  wishes  to  know  something  about  them  should  read  Dr.  Seltman’s  book. 
The  student  of  Greek  history  and  art  will  also  find  it  a  most  useful  reference  book. 

Over  twenty  years  have  elapsed  since  the  first  edition — now  long  out  of  print — was  pub¬ 
lished.  In  this  new  edition  the  author  has  included  the  results  of  all  the  research  and  import¬ 
ant  discoveries  of  the  intervening  years,  and  it  is  therefore  the  only  up-to-date  work  on  Greek 
coinage.  Three  chapters  have  been  completely  re-written  and  five  supplementary  pages  of 
bibliography  have  been  added.

This  is  the  third  volume  of  the  Corpus  on  Spanish  Muhammadan  coins,  the  first  two 
volumes  of  which  were  published  by  the  same  author  in  1°50.  It  deals  with  the  coins  struck 
by  numerous  petty  dynasties  and  principalities,  about  twenty-three  in  all,  in  the  11th  century 
a.d.  between  the  breaking  up  of  the  Ummayad  Caliphate  and  the  arrival  of  the  Murabit 
(Almohades).  from  North  Africa. 

Although  this  volume  is  not  strictly  speaking  a  corpus ,  but  only  a  catalogue  of  the  cabinets 
of  the  Hispanic  Society  of  America  and  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  it  is  nevertheless 
the  best  and  most  complete  guide  on  this  series.  It  gives  a  description  of  593  coins,  which 
is  nearly  four  times  more  than  any  other  catalogue  of  a  similar  collection  in  Europe,  and  is  a 
most  valuable  contribution,  long  overdue,  to  Oriental  numismatics.  It  will  be  welcomed 
both  by  collectors  and  students. 

It  is  a  pity  that  the  plates  illustrating  the  coins  are  not  up  to  the  standard  of  similar  British 
Museum  and  other  European  publications. — R.  L.  P. 
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SUTHERLAND,  C.  H.  V.  Art  in  Coinage.  The  aesthetics  of  money  from  Greece 
to  the  present  day  ;  223  pp.,  147  half-tone  illustrations  of  coins,  mostly  enlarged.  London, 
1955.

Unlike  the  majority  of  numismatic  works,  Dr.  Sutherland’s  latest  book  treats  coinage 
through  the  ages  purely  from  the  aesthetic  standpoint. 

Commencing  with  the  earliest  Greek  style  in  Chapter  II,  entitled  “  The  Greek  Artist’s 
Vision,”  Dr.  Sutherland  follows  the  development  of  the  various  art  forms  as  expressed  by  the 
ancient  Greek  die-engravers.  He  next  deals  with  the  gradual  improvement  in  technique  and 
style,  and  refers  particularly  to  realism  in  portraiture  in  Roman  Imperial  times.  “  The 
sources  of  Roman  art  forms,”  “  Roman  interest  in  personality,”  “  the  status  of  the  Roman 
engraver,”  and  “  political  influence  on  Roman  Imperial  Coinage  ”  are  fully  discussed  under 
these  chapter  headings. 

The  advent  of  machinery  and  its  effect  on  the  coinage  makes  very  interesting  reading, 
and  in  this  context  Dr.  Sutherland  mentions  in  particular  the  activities  of  Mestrel  in  the 
reign  of  Elizabeth  I  and  of  Briot  in  Charles  I’s  reign.  Here  it  is  suggested  that  all  the  gold 
triple  unit  pieces  of  Oxford  were  the  work  of  Briot,  and  although  one  or  two  might  be  his 
work,  many  numismatists  believe  that  Rawlins  was  responsible,  as  they  seem  to  resemble 
his  style  more  than  that  of  Briot,  and  Rawlins  was  in  the  city  at  that  period.  Passing  on  to 
comparatively  recent  times,  Dr.  Sutherland  relates  the  story  of  Simon  and  the  Roettiers 
family,  and  the  Petition  Crown  by  the  former  artist  :  he  refers  later  to  the  association  during 
the  reign  of  George  III  between  Pistrucci  and  William  Wyon.  One  wonders  here  whether 
the  author  intended  Thomas  Wyon  Jr.,  who,  prior  to  his  death  in  1817  engraved  most  of  the 
obverses  for  the  last  coinage  of  George  III  which  were  designed  by  Pistrucci.  He  was  also 
responsible  for  many  of  the  reverse  designs  of  this  reign.  Probably  the  only  dies  for  George 
III  engraved  by  William  Wyon  were  those  for  the  reverses  of  the  last  issue  of  Maundy  money. 
It  was  not  until  the  third  coinage  of  George  IV  (1825  onwards)  that  William  Wyon  began  to 
influence  the  coinage  to  any  great  extent. 

We  entirely  concur  with  Dr.  Sutherland’s  remarks  in  the  last  chapter  “  Machinery  and 
the  Modern  Formula,”  in  which  he  “  condemns  ”  the  reducing  machine.  It  is,  of  course, 
impossible  accurately  to  reproduce  original  artistry  and  harmony  of  design  by  this  method. 
Unfortunately,  large  quantities  of  coinage  produced  at  high  speed  are  today  an  economic 
necessity. 

The  foregoing  remarks  refer  only  to  relatively  unimportant  details,  and  do  not  in  any  way 
detract  from  the  excellence  of  this  book  as  a  treatise  on  coinage  as  an  art  form. 

It  will,  we  feel  sure,  be  enjoyed  by  all  those  interested  in  coinage,  or  in  art  generally. —

This  essay,  giving  an  account  of  the  spread  of  the  imitations  of  the  Venetian  ducat  which 
continued  until  the  19th  century,  was  left  in  draft  form  by  the  late  Dr.  Ives,  but  Mr.  Grierson, 
one  of  the  most  knowledgeable  experts  on  this  interesting  subject,  has  not  only  completed  it 
in  the  style  of  the  late  author,  but  has  contributed  most  valuable  additions  in  text  and  foot 
notes.

The  Black  Prince  and  the  Arms  of  France.  In  a  letter  to  the  Northern  Whig  (9th 
Feb.)  Mr.  H.  Malcolm  M’Kee  points  out  that  on  the  gold  guiennois  struck  at  Bordeaux 
in  1363  the  Royal  arms  of  England  on  the  Black  Prince’s  shield  has  the  blazon  of  France 
Modern — three  fleurs  de  lys  ;  not  an  all-over  pattern  of  fleurs  de  lys — in  the  first  and  fourth 
quarters.  He  says,  “  Flow  did  the  Black  Prince  look  into  the  future,  for  the  coin  was  struck 
in  1363  and  Woodward  says  the  French  arms  were  not  three  fleurs  de  lys  until  1376  (Boutell 
says  1365)  ?  The  English  Royal  arms  were  not  changed  to  three  fleurs  till  about  1405. 
.  .  .  In  default  of  an  explanation  it  would  seem  that  the  Black  Prince  resembled  the  Duke 
of  Plaza  Toro.  He  did  not  follow  heraldic  fashions — he  led  them.” — Northern  Whig ,  Belfast, 
9th  Feb. 

[An  explanation  could  be  that  the  die-engraver  only  inserted  three  fleurs  de  lys  owing  to 
the  smallness  of  the  shield. — Ed.]. 

New  Find  at  Pompeii.  Nine  skeletons,  surrounded  by  heaps  of  gold,  silver,  and  bronze 
coins,  have  been  discovered  outside  a  newly-excavated  villa  at  Pompeii.  It  is  believed  that 
the  nine  people  had  delayed  their  flight  when  Vesuvius  erupted  in  79  a.d.,  to  gather  together 
as  much  money  as  possible,  and  were  overcome  by  poisonous  fumes. — Bournemouth  Daily 
Echo ,  1 2r/z  Feb. 

Inquest  on  Sovereigns.  An  inquest  is  to  be  held  at  South  Shields  today  on  20  sovereigns 
found  wrapped  in  a  newspaper  in  a  baker’s  shop  by  Mr.  Patrick  Dickinson,  of  Taylor  Street, 
South  Shields.  Mr.  Dickinson  was  fitting  electric  wiring  at  his  employer’s  shop  at  Boldon 
Lane  when  he  found  the  newspaper  package  containing  the  sovereigns  between  the  shop 
floor  and  basement  ceiling.  The  coins  are  dated  between  1866  and  1918,  and  the  newspaper 
was  dated  1923.  A  jury  of  12  will  decide  the  fate  of  the  sovereigns,  which  are  worth  about  £3 
each.  The  inquest  is  to  be  conducted  by  the  Coroner,  Mr.  Allan  Henderson. —  Yorkshire 
Post,  lsr  Feb. 

WAR  MEDAL  NOTES  AND  NEWS. 

A  Medal  for  Kenya.  Sir  Winston  Churchill  announced  in  the  Commons  yesterday 
that  the  Queen  had  approved  proposals  for  granting  the  Africa  General  Service  Medal  for 
specified  service  in  Kenya  since  Oct.  21,  1952.  A  White  Paper  (Cmd.  9378,  Stationery 
Office,  3d)  sets  out  the  qualifying  terms  of  recognition  of  service  in  operations  against  the 
Mau  Mau. 

The  medal,  which  is  silver,  was  instituted  in  1902  for  service  in  Northern  Nigeria  in 
1900-01.  It  was  last  awarded  for  operations  in  Somaliland  in  1920.  A  clasp  to  the  medal 
will  now  bear  the  inscription  “  Kenya.” 

Members  of  the  Civil  Administration,  police  forces,  prisons  service  and  civilian  organisa¬ 
tions  will  be  eligible  as  well  as  the  armed  services.  About  40,000  have  qualified  so  far.  The 
usual  qualifying  period  will  be  three  months  in  the  defined  areas. 
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The  medal  first  bore  the  head  of  King  Edward  VII  on  the  obverse  side.  It  will  now  bear 
the  head  of  the  Queen,  designed  by  Mrs.  Gillick,  the  sculptress.  The  ribbon  is  yellow  with 
black  edges  and  two  small  stripes  superimposed. — Daily  Telegraph ,  9th  Feb. 

A  Welcome  Revival.  The  reappearance  of  the  Africa  G.S.  Medal  after  an  interval  of 
35  years  will  be  welcomed  by  collectors  as  well  as  by  past  and  present  members  of  the  services. 
None  of  its  issues  bore  the  head  of  King  George  VI,  and  the  medal  with  the  new  bar  for 
Kenya  will  the  first  of  any  General  Service  series  to  display  that  of  Her  present  Majesty. 
Although  the  earliest  bars  of  the  medal — those  for  British  Central  Africa  1899-1900  and 
Gambia  1900 — were  bestowed  for  services  during  Queen  Victoria’s  reign,  when  the  medal 
was  instituted  in  1902  all  its  issues  bore  the  head  of  Edward  VII  on  the  obverse.  There  was, 
we  have  heard,  a  proposal  to  reissue  the  Africa  G.S.  Medal  after  the  disturbances  in  Addis 
Ababa  in  1935-36,  for  award  to  the  escort  of  the  British  Legation — drawn  from  the  5 /4th 
Punjab  Regiment,  better  known  as  the  40th  Pathans  or  by  its  nickname  of  “  The  Forty  Thieves  ” 
— but  it  came  to  nothing,  partly  because  the  incidents  hardly  qualified  as  a  battle  or  campaign 
and  partly  because  at  that  time  the  diplomatic  implications  of  such  an  award  would  have  been 
delicate.  As  a  result  the  admirable  conduct  of  the  Escort  went  unrecognised  save  by  the 
unofficial  award  of  a  large  silver  medal  provided  from  funds  subscribed  by  the  local  British 
community — mostly  made  up  of  Indian  traders — in  the  Ethiopian  capital,  a  medal  of  which 
we  have  seen  only  one  specimen  and  which  is  virtually  unknown  to  collectors. 

Regional  Medals.  General  Service  Medals  awarded  on  a  regional  basis,  as  for  the 
continent  of  Africa  or  the  sub-continent  of  India,  have  an  obvious  practical  and  logical  advan¬ 
tage  over  the  current  Naval  G.S.  and  Army  and  Air  Force  G.S.  Medals,  because  the  recipients 
who  get  the  former  are  treated  alike,  irrespective  of  whether  they  belong  to  the  navy,  army  or 
air-forces,  or  any  of  the  numerous  auxiliary  and  “  colonial  ”  forces  attached  to  one  or  the  other, 
or  to  the  police.  Most  of  these  modern  awards  also  go  to  a  host  of  civilians  of  every  degree, 
from  Governor  to  cook  ;  and  in  some  recent  instances  the  number  of  Home  Guard-type 
levies  and  police  has  probably  greatly  outnumbered  the  total  of  troops  in  the  field.  Who 
shall  say  whether  such  “  oddments  ”  shall  receive  a  naval  or  an  army  medal  ?  (There  are 
occasional  exceptions,  doubtless,  such  as  that  which  led  to  the  issue  of  the  Naval  G.S.  Medal 
with  Yangtse  bar  to  the  company  of  H.M.S.  Amethyst).  It  was  never  very  easy  to  decide 
which  medal  was  more  appropriate,  and  so  in  Malaya  and  Palestine,  for  instance,  both  had 
to  be  issued.  In  righting  hard  cases  anomalies  occurred,  as  for  instance  when  the  Naval 
G.S.  medal  with  bar  Persian  gulf  1909-1914  was  issued  to  a  small  handful  of  army  officers 
who  had  done  duty  on  board  naval  vessels.  There  are  said  to  have  been  only  five  of  them  : 
two  were  Major-General  C.  M.  Maltby,  C.B.,  M.C.,  and  the  late  Lieut. -General  Sir  Cyril 
Noyes,  both  of  the  Indian  Army.  Of  these  regional  medals  only  the  Africa  G.S.  can  be 
regarded  as  still  alive,  for  the  India  G.S.  Medal  with  King  George  Vi’s  effigy,  after  winning 
two  bars  on  the  North-West  Frontier  just  before  World  War  II,  came  to  an  end  with  the 
passing  of  the  Indian  Independence  Act  in  1947 — though  it  has  been  succeeded  by  the  new 
Republic  of  India’s  General  Service  Medal,  with  (at  present)  a  bar  for  Jammu  and  Kashmir, 
an  award  which  has  not  so  far  come  within  the  reach  of  collectors  in  this  country.  The  Indian 
G.S.  Medals,  as  most  collectors  know,  were  not  confined  to  the  recognition  of  campaigns 
within  the  Indian  peninsula,  for  among  their  many  bars  were  those  for  Perak,  Persia  and  a 
whole  series  for  Burma,  as  well  as  one  for  the  Third  Afghan  War. 

D.C.Ms.  Issued  Since  1939.  In  reply  to  an  inquiry  the  War  Office  has  kindly  provided 
the  following  figures  of  Distinguished  Conduct  Medals,  and  bars  thereto,  issued  since  the 
outbreak  of  war  in  1939.  The  W.O.  adds  a  rider  that  the  figures  given  below  are  only  approxi¬ 
mate,  although  it  is  believed  that  the  records  have  been  carefully  kept.  The  total  number  of 
D.C.Ms.  awarded  for  services  during  the  1939/45  War  to  all  Commonwealth  troops,  some  of 
which  were  not  published  in  the  London  Gazette  until  1947,  was  1,879  ;  and  of  bars,  19. 
Since  1945,  for  services  in  Malaya  and  Korea,  65  further  D.C.Ms.  and  3  bars  have  been 
awarded.  No  second  or  third  bars  to  the  D.C.M.  have  been  awarded  since  1939. 

These  figures  may  be  compared  with  those  given  in  Captain  Dorling’s  Ribbons  and  Medals 
for  the  1914/18  War  : —

It  is  of  course  possible  that  some  of  the  19  bars  issued  in  1939/45  were  in  respect  of  D.C.Ms. 
awarded  before  1939  ;  and  it  seems  very  likely  that  most  if  not  all  of  the  3  bars  issued  since 
World  War  II  were  for  medals  awarded  during  that  war.  The  conclusions  seem  to  be  that 
the  D.C.M.  with  head  of  King  George  VI  is  about  13  times  as  rare  as  that  with  the  head  of 
King  George  V  ;  and  that  a  George  VI  D.C.M.  with  bar  is  practically  beyond  the  reach  of 
medal-collectors.

James  Pitts,  V.C.  Mr.  James  Pitts,  V.C.  died  at  Blackburn  on  February  18th,  aged  77. 
As  a  private  in  the  Manchester  Regiment  he  won  the  Cross,  together  with  Pte.  Robert  Scott, 
at  Caesar’s  Camp,  Natal,  in  1900.  The  pair  held  their  post  for  15  hours  without  food  or 
water  after  all  their  comrades  had  become  casualties.  Though  virtually  surrounded  Pitts 
and  Scott  (who  was  wounded)  held  their  own  under  heavy  fire  until  relieved.

86.  I  have  a  Queen’s  S.  Africa  medal,  2  bars  c.c.  and  Wepener,  to  a  trooper  of  Border 
Horse.  It  has  “  1899-1900  ”  on  the  reverse  ;  has  been  buffed  and  re-impressed  ;  the  letter¬ 
ing  appears  to  be  official,  and  the  bars  and  attachment  genuine.  Can  anyone  help  me  to 
establish  whether  it  is  authentic  or  not  ? — J.  L.  R. 

70.  A  Reply.  I  believe  this  decoration  (the  Grand  Cross  of  the  Iron  Cross  awarded  to 
Fieldmarshal  Goering  in  the  last  war)  is  now  on  display  in  the  museum  of  the  U.S.  Military 
Academy  at  West  Point.  I  visited  the  museum  in  1947  and  think  I  remember  seeing  it, 
together  with  his  diamond-studded  Field  Marshall’s  baton  and  other  mementos. — J.  C.  R., 
Lt.,  U.S.N. 

73.  A  Reply.  Capt.  Wm.  Raynor,  V.C.,  had  at  least  three  sons,  Percy,  Arthur,  and 
Frederick.  Air.  Vere  Owen  Raynor,  son  of  Percy,  was  Deputy  Commercial  Manager  of  the 
North  Western  Railway,  India  ;  and  I  understand  that  the  V.C.  passed  to  him  as  his  uncles 
did  not  marry.  Possibly  the  insignia  may  be  in  possession  of  Mr.  V.  O.  Raynor’s  married 
daughter,  Mrs.  George  Springfield.  On  the  question  of  whether  anyone  of  about  Capt. 
Raynor’s  age  won  the  V.C.,  I  would  suggest  as  a  possible  candidate  Capt.  F.T.  Peters,  V.C., 
D.S.O.,  D.S.C.  When  I  was  in  Ashanti  in  1928  Peters,  then  a  Commander  R.N.  (Retd.) 
with  the  D.S.O.  and  D.S.C.,  struck  me  as  getting  on  in  years.  He  won  his  V.C.  at  Oran 
and  was  killed  in  a  motor  accident  about  six  months  later. — F.  M.-S. 

77.  A  Reply.  Is  not  the  point  that  this  medal  is  scarcer  (perhaps  less  common  is  more 
correct)  singly  than  the  Victory  Aledal  ?  I  have  never  yet  seen  full  conditions  of  award.  I 
know  that  certain  flying  personnel  received  it  without  any  other  award.  I  have  one  to  R.N.A.S. 
also  officers  who  conducted  drafts.  I  believe  also  troops  in  Malta  received  it,  but  not  those 
in  Gibraltar. — G.  W.  H.

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETIES. 


Royal  N.S.  The  meeting  held  on  Wednes¬ 
day,  February  9th  was  devoted  to  exhibitions 
and  short  papers.  Miss  Lilika  Kiossaoglu 
read  a  paper  on  the  Myra  hoard  of  coins  of 
Boeotia,  in  which  she  fixed  its  burial  date. 
She  showed  that  (1)  the  Federal  coinage  with 
boio  falls  between  478  and  471  b.c.  and  that 
(2)  it  was  succeeded  by  a  Theban  coinage  with 
names  of  city  magistrates  who  had  previously 
been  supposed  to  be  Boeotarchs  or  Pole- 
marchs  of  the  League. 

Mr.  P.  D.  Whitting  exhibited  18  nomismata 
of  Xlth  century  to  illustrate  the  debasement 
of  Byzantine  gold  in  connection  with  a  recent 
article  by  Mr.  Philip  Grierson  in  the  Byzantin- 
ische  Zeitschrift  (1954). 

Mr.  R.  B.  Lewis  showed  a  unique  gold 
Carthaginian  1£  stater  piece  of  the  same  type 
and  weight  as  the  electrum  staters  of  the 
early  3rd  century  b.c.  Its  specific  gravity 
proves  it  to  be  gold. 

Mr.  R.  H.  M.  Dolley  showed  some  rare 
and  unpublished  Ancient  British  silver  coins 
of  the  Iceni  from  the  Honingham  Treasure 
Trove. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Biddulph  exhibited  some  freak 
Indian  coins  and  two  Indian  rupees  counter- 
marked  for  Mozambique. 

British  N.S.  More  than  forty  members 
and  their  guests  were  present  at  the  meeting 
held  on  Wed.  26th  January,  perhaps  the 
highest  attendance  since  the  war  and  certainly 
since  the  late  Mr.  Leonard  Forrer’s  address 
in  1948. 

Paper.  Mr.  D.  F.  Allen  read  an  informal 
paper,  illustrated  at  the  end  by  slides,  in  the 
course  of  which  he  suggested  that  perhaps  too 
much  attention  had  been  paid  to  the  element 
of  copying  in  Ancient  British  coins  and  too 
little  to  the  meaning  of  the  designs.  He 
argued  that  the  coins  could  be  used  to  throw 
light  on  a  number  of  archaeological  problems 
such  as  the  appearance  of  the  Ancient  Britons, 
their  dress,  arms  and  armour,  tactics,  domestic 
animals,  crops,  industries,  music,  jewellery, 
furniture  and  religion.  At  times  the  evidence 
of  the  coins  might  be  in  conflict  with  popular 
conceptions,  for  example  the  sneaker  claimed 
that  there  was  no  Aaicient  British  coin  to 


provide  conclusive  evidence  for  body  painting 
or  long  moustaches,  and  it  was  necessary  to 
consider  the  coins  very  carefully  in  relation 
to  other  archaeological  survivals. 

A  long  discussion  followed,  in  the  course  of 
which  the  following  took  part,  Mr.  Brailsford 
from  the  British  Museum,  Mr.  Albert  Baldwin, 
Mr.  Blunt,  Mr.  Liddell,  Mr.  Mangakis, 
Mr.  Rigold  and  Mr.  Shorn,  all  of  whom  paid 
tribute  to  the  speaker’s  mastery  of  his  subject. 

Mr.  Baldwin  exhibited  five  choice  Ancient 
British  coins  from  the  Lockett  collection  and 
Commander  R.  P.  Mack  showed  fifteen  pieces 
in  illustration  of  the  paper. 

Tyneside  N.S.  At  the  February  meeting, 
the  Speaker  for  the  evening  was  E.  J.  W. 
Hildyard,  F.S.A.,  F.R.N.S.,  who  spoke  on 
some  of  the  rarer  Roman  emperors,  illustrated 
by  the  coinage. 

The  Speaker  explained  at  the  outset  that 
his  talk  was  an  historical  talk,  and  he  covered 
the  period  from  Actium  to  about  400  a.d.  ; 
only,  of  course,  referring  to  the  more  import¬ 
ant  events  in  this  space  of  time.  Mention  was 
made  of  Brutus  and  the  ‘  eid  mar  ’  denarius, 
the  year  of  the  three  emperors,  Galba,  Otho 
and  Vitellius,  and  the  long  line  of  ‘  Adoptive  ’ 
emperors  ending  with  Commodus,  the  auction 
of  the  Empire  to  Didius  Julianus  and  many 
other  most  interesting  facts,  and  there  were 
some  rare  specimens  on  show  of  most  of  the 
personages  mentioned. 

Mr.  Hildyard  also  commented  upon  the  fall 
of  the  Western  Empire  and  the  causes  to 
which  the  fall  could  perhaps  be  attributed. 

Wessex  N.S.  At  the  Society’s  February 
meeting,  the  Chairman,  Dr.  E.  Burstal,  M.A., 
gave  another  delightful  talk,  dealing  on  this 
occasion  with  the  coinage  of  Charles  I.  Dr. 
Burstal  outlined  the  characteristics  of  the 
prolific  coinage  of  this  reign,  struck  at  the 
Tower  Mint  and  also  at  various  improvised 
mini’s  in  the  provinces  during  the  Civil  War. 
With  the  aid  of  lantern  slides  the  differences 
between  the  numerous  issues  was  clearly 
shown  and  Dr.  Burstal  was  warmly  thanked 
for  producing  so  excellent  and  detailed  a  talk 
on  such  a  complicated  subject.
